1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance 
may be rejected by the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid 
would be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

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SANDWICH GLASS 


The following numbers (745 to 801) were all bought with 
the understanding that they were Sandwich Glass—a glass rap- 
idly coming into favor with collectors. 

The Boston Transcript of September 4, 1920, gave more than 
a page to it under the heading, “Sandwich Glass Steps Into 
the Class of the Much Pursued Antique.” Among other things, it 
says those who take up the fad of collecting glass will often hear 
of Sandwich Glass, the wares which were made in Sandwich, 
Mass., beginning in 1825. This factory prided itself in making a 
fine grade of flint glass. The Sandwich Works used good lead for 
metal, and the result was a clear ring when the manufactured 
article was struck. During its long career—from 1825 to 1888— 
the works at Sandwich turned out glass of all sorts, for all sorts of 
uses. For the early days came the pressed articles which are now 
in demand, and, indeed, it has been said that this factory was 
the first in the United States to make pressed glass.

SOUTH JERSEY GLASS 


THE FOLLOWING LOTS, UP TO AND INCLUDING NUMBER 859, 
WITH THE EXCEPTION OF NOS. 834, 846 AND 849, HAVE 
BEEN EXAMINED, PASSED UPON AND DESCRIBED BY MR. 
J. B. KERFOOT 


Note: The first South Jersey glass factory was established near the village 
of Alloway, in Salem County, in 1739, by Caspar Wistar of Philadelphia; the 
small settlement that grew up around the works being known as Wistarberg. 
In 1775 another factory was started at what is now Glassboro by two of 
Wistar’s workmen. Between then and the early 1840’s a great number of 
factories—small and short-lived for the most part—were started throughout 
this section and along the Mulliga River; most of them established by 
Wistar workmen or their descendants, and all of them manned by workmen 
trained in the Wistar tradition and technique. Under this tradition the right 
to use the fag end of each pot of molten glass for their individual purposes 
was a recognized perquisite of the workmen. And, as a matter of fact, 
practically all the pieces now collected as “Wistarberg” or South Jersey glass 
are of this latter origin, the commercial output of all these factories having 
consisted of window glass, bottles, snuff canisters and other similar hollow 
ware. Again and again, as a matter of proved and indisputable fact, three 
generations of these workmen continued for more than one hundred years to 
make for themselves and their friends the same range of pieces, unaltered in 
form and indistinguishable in technique. So that, so far as concerns these 
wholly true-to-tradition specimens, the attempted differentiation between “true 
Wistarberg” pieces and “South Jersey” pieces is utterly futile and meaning- 
less. But, call them what we will and date them as we choose, their rarity 
remains the same. About 1850 a complete change of fashion seems to have 
taken place (note No. 856) under the influence of which the earlier forms 
more or less wholly disappeared. Previous to this, but for how long back 
of 1840 it is not yet possible to say, slight modification of technical treatment 
and a decided fondness for color stunts had been creeping in, although the 
earlier forms were retained unaltered. In the following descriptions I have 
listed all wholly true-to-tradition specimens as “early South Jersey”; all pieces 
dating from the mid-century change in fashion as “third period” pieces; and 
all transitional pieces as ‘‘second period.”
